Five hundred million dollars was 
the sum set as the amount which 
American financiers would lend. This 
figure seemed to be uniform in a 
half-dozen or more reports current 
in the financial sections. At least 
one financier in close touch with the 
situation was quoted as saying that 
this sum would be loaned. The com- 
mission itself and its American finan- 
cial aides had nothing to say as to this 
phase. 

In some manner not understood 
tonight, the situation was different 


from that of yesterday. There was 
an almost unanimous opinion among 
bankers whose views could be ob- 
tained that a billion dollars was not 
needed and that in naming this vast 
sum at the outset, the commission 


sought to place itself in an advan- 


tageous ing position. 
CR OF SITUATION, ° 
Here is the way some financial au 


thorities regarded the situation: 


The commission asked for a billion 
It did not expect to get the 
full amount. To this request bankers 
would naturaliv make a counter offer 
—eay a half-billion. 

There would then follow a series 
of parieys. Te commission would 
reduce the amount by fifty to one 
hundred millions and the American 
bankers would add a few handfuls of 
millions to their previous offer. 
After a period of negotiations they 
would reach a common figure, say by 
splitting the difference. This, then 
would be agreeable to both, sides and 
definite terms as to the interest rate,

CHARACTER OF FINANCIERS. 


The men who have come over here 
from Great Britain and France, in 
the opinion of Wall street, are master 
players in the game of world finance. 
Like all good players, they do not 
betray by their words what their im- 
tentions are, nor do they piace a 
their cards on the table at once, 
Wall street views it. Consequently, it 
is expected that there will be many 


more developments before it will be 


seen what they are really striving 
for and whether they wil! win. 

A dozen or more prominent bank- 
ers of New York talked with the com- 
missioners today at a meeting place 
whose whereabouts was not disclosed. 
J. P. Morgan and two of his partners, 
Henry P. Davison and Dwight W. 
Morrow, were among the number. 


STATEMENTS ISSUED. 


Issuance of formal statements was 
begun tonight by the commission. It 
in expected that such statements will 
be issued daily so long as negotiations 
are in progress. Tonight's statement, 
given out by an under-secretary, reads 
as follows: ; 

“The commission has nothing of 
fresh importance to say. Its niembers 
have continued, largely in their in- 
dividual capacities—and occasionally 
as a body—the discussions already be- 
gun with reference to the exchange 
markets and kindred subjects: 

“Figures have been collected going 
to show the total exports in recent 
years of cotton, grain and other food- 
stuffs to Great Britain; the totals of 
such figures having such a direct 
bearing upon the question of estab- 
lishing credits in this country. The 
figures as published today. give the 
total commodity exports of this coun- 
try lest year to Great Britain, Canada 
and France as approximately 81.600, 
000,000, the great part of thai being 
for articles of normal export. These 
figures, if correct. as we assume them 
to be, indicate the great volume of 
international trade involved in this 
whole situation. 

“As to any actual negotiations cov-

LAST WORD OF EXPLORER.

The letter con- 
taining the information did not give 
the date on which the natives saw the 
man drifting on the ice, but it is pre-

When the natives first saw the man 
he was on a large ice pack separated 
from them and the shore by a wide 
stretch of water. At first they thought 
he was a hunter from their tribe, but 
upon reaching shore they learned that 
the man was not an Eskimo. 
hunters immediately hurried out upon 


| the ice to rescue the marooned man, 


but -before they reached the lead sep- 
arating the floe from the shore fee, e 
strong offshore wind sprang up. carry- 
ing the ice far to sea. The man was 
walking slowly in the same direction 
as the moving ice. The natives were 
surprised that he had not hailed them 
before the wind widened the distance 
between the ice floe and the shore ice. 

The ice was moving steadily south- 
west and unless the wind shifted, must 
have touched Wrangell! Island where 
food caches were left last summer by 
the party who rescued the survivors 
of the Karink. 

With Stefansson when he left Mar- 
tin Point late in March, 1914, were 
Ole Anderson and Storker Storkerson, 
men suid to be as strong and resource- 
ful as Stefansson himself. They had 
rifles, a sledge that could be used as 
a boat, abundance of food and other 
supplies.

“England’s confiscation of $2.500,- 
000 of American meat products as 
press dis- 
patches today. Is not justified bv the 
facts or any principle of International 
law. It can only be construed as of 
another step in England's policy to 
interfere with the trade of American 
citizens with the citizens of neutral 
countries. All these shipments were 
destined to neutral countries and the 
ship’s papers, at the time of their 
seizure, clearly showed such fact. 
They were not destined to or for the 
enemies of Great Britain and, upon 
trial of the case, no evidence showing 
they were destinéd to such enemy of 
Great Rritain was adduced and none 
could have been. This makes ne- 
cessary further presentation of strong- 
er protests to the Department of 
State for an equitable adjustment of 
the claims.“ 

FROM THE STATEMENT. 


The statement sats: 

“There are a number of other ship- 
ments packing house products 
valued $12,000,000, being held up 
by England which have never been 
brought to the prize court. 

“Prior to the time of the sefzure 
of these shipments every effort was 
made to comply with every regula- 
tion and restriction made by the va- 
rious orders in council issued by the 
government of Great Britain placed 
upon such shipments, even though 
such orders were clearly in violation 
of the principles of international law, 
and concerning which orders our 
State Department notified the govern- 
ment of ‘Great Britain that this gov- 
ernment would not recognize any 
prize court decision based upon orders 
in council, or upon any rules or regu- 
lations other than the recognized prin- 
ciples of international law. Not- 
withstanding the fact of compliance 
with every order issued by them, 
whether reasonable or otherwise, 
American goods were seized and taken 
into English ports and held there for 
many months before being given an 
opportunity to present the claims in 
the prize courts. 

“From the start these seizures have 
been arbitrary and unwarranted and 
in spite of vigorous protests of our 
State Department to the representa- 
tives of Great Britafn.

CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—Senator J. 
Hamilton Lewis today made public a 
letter which he has sent to Secretary 
of the Treasury McA@oo and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, protesting against 
the proposed $1,000,000,000 war loan. 
‘Senator Lewis said his purpose in 
making the letter public was so that 
the public might counsel with the 
bankers “looking to the proper guard- 
jlanship of the money of the people.” 

The loan, he said, would invite rep- 
etition of the panics of 1873 and 1893. 
In the course of his letter the Senator 
says: 

“The amount demanded these 
financiers of Europe is 

The statement from two official 
bankers of the government is that 
the amount of usable money in Amer- 
ica in excess of reserve and money 
already obligated is $2,000,000,000. 

“It will be seen that if the billion 
sought goes to the foreign bankers 
one-half of all the available cash for 
America is taken from the American 
people. This at a time when the 
American people and the American 
government have no other source in 
the world to resort to in the event 
of any emergency breaking upon the 
United States. : 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

“This amount of money leaving us 
means: 

“One hundred millions taken from 
ten of our commercial centers. 

“One million taken from 1000 of 
our agricultural and manufacturing 
centers. 

“All this at a time when the rev- 
enue of America shows a deficit oc- 
easioned by the European war, there- 
by cutting off imports and necessitat- 
ing the borrowing by America from 
itself or the increasing of the taxes of 
the citizens if there be deficiency of 
money in America to meet an Amer- 
ican government loan. 

“The effect of this foreign loan 
would be to take $1,000,000,000 from 
our people of their own money and 
lend it to nations which are spending 
$15,000,000 a day. In sixty days all 
of that money will be spent by the 
foreign nations and we will have in 
its place securities of two or three 
countries issued upon a credit already 
taxed beyond its resources and we will 
have no way left by law to collect 
the collateral. 

“This condition would bring on a 
crisig in this country as in 1873 and in 
1893, when panics were brought on 
America by sending our money out of 
the country to deliver the failing for- 
tunes of Europe. 

GREAT SUM LOST. 

“Remember, we never recovered 
that money. We got securities in 
concerns that went into receivers’ 
hands and into bankruptcy as col- 
lateral or payment for those lost mil- 
lions. 

“Our business men and farmers 
need the available money now in 
America to initiate and sustain home 
enterprises, give employment to labor 
and increase commerce. 

“Now, if it be said that our people 
do not need the money at home and 
that it should be loaned abroad, then 
I suggest that we lend it to South 
America. There we would have a 
chance to build up trade and we 
would get a collateral and security 
resfing on empires of valuable land. 
This is the same form of collateral we 
were able to give Europe upon which 
we obtained loans in the days of our 
needs. Ry this system, I suggest, it 
will be seen that no charge of dis- 
crimination against any European 
country now at war could be made. 
America would lose nothing, while 
our commercial interests and national 
defenses would not be jeépardized.”

An alternative proposed 
opening a street parallel with the 
railway tracks eastward to Crenshaw 
boulevard. This, affording inadequate 
relief, would cost $4000. 

The Utilities Board report on the 
physical condition of the crossing, out- 
lining the danger of opening it at 
grade, said: 

“With reference to the crossing it- 
self, the Pacific Electric Railway 
tracks at this point are in a cut ten 
to twelve feet below the grade of 
Sherman drive. 

“The Venice double track line and 
the Sawtelle double track line merge 
at the point of this crossing and the 
railway grade is about 3 per cent., 
descending westerly. 

“This combination makes a very 
hazardous crossing if at grade, in- 
volving a steep grade with a drop of 
ten to twelve feet from the grade of 
Sherman drive or West boulevard to 
the railway tracks, and with the same 
steep rise to get away from the tracks 
at either side, and with west bound 
traffic descending on a 3 per cent.

{Boston Transcript:] It appears 
that the aerial torpedo in which Ger- 
many puts much hope, while based 
on the Swedish invention sold to the 
Krupps is a somewhat different com- 
pleted device. The Swedish invention 
resembles a huge shell fitted with a 
turbine engine driven by gas pressure; 
the German air torpedo is more like 
an airship, fitted with propellers 
driven by electricity and controlled 
from a Zeppelin by wireless, accord- 
ing to James Dunn, a War correspond- 
ent. The German aerial torpedo can, 
theoretically, remain in the air for 


from a distance of two miles. Both 
weapons are discharged from a tube 
like a marine torpedo, but in the case 
of the German invention two pro- 
pellers and two lifting screws are 
automatically started at the moment 
of discharge. In shape this torpedo, 
which is about seven feet long, re- 
sembles the submarine weapon. It is 
composed of two cases, the outer of 
thin chrome nickel and the inner of 
material similar to that used in Zep- 
pelins. About a sixth of the space at 
the rear is occupied by an electric ac- 
cumulator at the bottom and an elec- 
tric motor generator secured to the 
top. The machinery is controlled by 
Hertzian waves acting on the Tele- 
funken system of wireless, and it is 
claimed that up to a distance of two 
miles the air torpedo can be steered 
at will. The air torpedo ig inflated 
with water gas and compressed gas, 
but as it is heavier than the air, two 
lifting screws work under the body to 
keep the torpedo in the air, while the 
motive power is supplied by two pro- 
pellers. Both screws and propellers 
are connected with the same shaft, 
which runs through the body of the 
torpedo. When the air torpedo, after 
fiying through the air, hovers immedi- 
ately over the selected target it is 
made to assume a vertical position, 
the lifting horizontal screws and pro- 
pellers are stopped, and the torpedo 
dives to the ground, carrying a large 
quantity of high explosive charge at 
ite nose. The charge explodes on con- 
tact like an ordinar’? shell, and it is 
sald that in two torpedoes there is 
sufficient explosive force to destroy the 
Tower of London. Originally these 
air torpedoes were destined to be car- 
ried exclusively by Zeppelins, but, ow- 
ing to certain improvements, it has 
now been found they can be manip- 
his readers that this aerial torpedo is 
said, proposes to use these torpedoes 
against the British fleet, and for that 
purpose small, swift craft armed only 
with aerial torpedoes are building or 
have been already built.

ment to the effect that Gorman had 
voluntarily left the employ of the 
company at Anaheim on September 7. 
It appeared from the investigation 
yesterday that, after Hartfield had re. 
ceived a bill from Lesgner for $5.56 
for the work, the Anaheim man added 
$2.50 as his commission on the job, 
making $8 in all. While Gorman was 
making up his mind whether he would 
pay that amount, the word came that 
George W. Hazen, secret service agent 
of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, was investigating the matter. 
Then Gorman offered $11 for the 
charm and bracelet, but Hartfield was 
afraid to let him have the goods.

with honor and success. Madison sustained 
the American contentions as a result of 
our last war with Great Britain. Monroe 
compelled the Holy Alliance to relinquish 
its attempts to re-establish monarchical gov- 
ernment in South America. Polk success- 
fully conducted both a just war and an 
honorable peace with Mexico. Lincoln 
caused the withdrawal of Louis Napoleon 
from his attempts to foree Mexico to ac- 
cept Maximilian as an Emperor. Cleveland 
compelied Great Britain to abandon her ef- 
fort to survey Venezuelan territory into 
her domain, and McKinley’s conduct of both 
our war and our peace with Spain reflected 
unchallenged credit upon his administra- 
It is not recorded that Lincolp’s action 
in dealing with Mexican affairs induced 
the Democrats to leave their party in a 
body, or that Cleveland's Venezuela record

Six leading commercial aadsociations fh 
Germany have formulated a plan of peace 


‘for presentation to the Reichstag. 


The document commences with the asser- 
tion that the war was ferced upon a peace- 
loving people content te secure its economic 
existence by friendly competition with 
other nations, but such saerifices had been 
made that Germany should not be content 
with merely beating off the attack and con- 
sent to the conclusion of a premature and 
unendurable peace. 

The six commercial associations dis- 
lam any desire for German world su- 
premacy but simply demand for Germany 
a world position that weuld correspond 
with her great cultural, economic and mil 


ttary strength, 


The successes achieved by Germany in 
the war must be utilized, say the petition- 
ers, to the utmost possible extent. 

The authors ef the “peace plan“ pro- 
pose the removal, at onee and for of 
“the French menace.” “In the of 
our own existence,” they write, “we must 
ruthlessly weaken Franee politically and 
economically, and must improve our mil- 


itary strategic position with regard to that 


nation, For that purpose we are convinced 
that it is necessary thoroughly to read- 
just our entire western front from Belfort 
to the coast.” : 

The six German commercial assoola- 
tions further demand for Germany a port 
on the French coast along the channel, in 
order to be strategically. secured against 
England, and in order to obtain a better 
outlet to the sea. 

The proponents of this “peace plan” say 
that “in order to avoid a repetition of the 
conditions in Alsace-Lorraine, the main 
business concerns and estates should be 
transferred from French to German hands, 


the previous owners being idemnified by | 


France, and that part of the population 
taken over by us should be allowed no in- 
fluence whatever in the empire, It is 
further necessary that France especially 
should be made to pay a mercilessly heavy 
indemnity, It should also be remembered 
that she has relatively large colonial pos- 
sessions, and that England might secure 
these if we did not seize them“ 
Belgium, the petitioners declared, should 
be firmly held and no political power or 
influence granted te the inhabitants. 
From Russia they demand a wholesale 
concession of territory, partly as a barrier 
against fature Russian attack and as an 
outlet for German agriculturists, and also 
because it would be useless to demand a 
war indemnity from Russia in money. The 
territory ceded must be cleared of its in- 
habitants. The Russian population is not 
so rooted to the soil as that of western 
and central Europe, and the possibilities 
of the situation must not be measured by 
the modest standard of German Kultur.” 
With respect to England, the framers of 
the peace plan proposed that she must be 
checked in the direction of world suprem- 
acy and the mastery of the seas. England 


rica; her chain of naval bases around the 
globe must be destroyed; she must be de- 
prived ot Egypt, which, as Bismarck had 
“the neck of the British Em-

conditions surrounding the criminal law 


amount almost to a public calamity. The 


hardships of delay rest upon the just; the 
evildoer, interposing every possible legal 
delay, can well afford to content. 


Why do not Legislatures, judges and law- 


yers secure a sure and more speedy punish- 
ment of criminals? Failure to convict and 
adequately punish a known crime breeds a 
host of new criminals. | 

An aroused community could do much. It 
could curb political and time-serving judges, 
of whom we have too many; it could bring 
prosecuting officers and jurors to their du- 
ties; it could prevent offers of rewards with 
“no questions asked” and other base traf- 
fickings with enemies of the State, 

In average communities the Federal courts 


are notably more prompt than the State 


tribunals. Why? Because in the Federal 
courts, judges and distriet attorneys are ap- 
pointed—the judges for life. Better men, 
will accept appointment than it is possible 
to obtain through popular election. Non- 
political duties, in the defense of society 


And civilization, may well be entrusted to 


judges so chosen. The State courts, under 
existing laws, have the undeubted power and 
the opportunity to cut in two the existing 
delays in criminal cases, and then cut them 
in two again, and yet again. Will they do it? 

Criminals in deed and at heart, and or- 
ganizations at war with society, would pro- 
test against any form of expedited justice or 
increased judicial efficiency. Judges some- 
times have been nominated and elected 
through the domination of such elements, 
and frequently through their influence. 

But the legal breath and breathing spells 
and the judicial delays should cease. We 
must call our judges, our Legislatures, and 
ourselves, to account. 

The criminal is an optimist. He gets the 
roods and plans to escape paying the price. 
If the time of settlement may be extended 
with certainty, there is just so much more 
renson for optimism; and a geometrically 
increasing proportion of citizens and guests 
of the nation will be optimistic unto crime. 
They will become eriminal in deed, as 
against the vastly greater proportion now 
criminal only in thought and desire, going 
no farther than te covet, and deeming the 
penalty too much of a hazard. 

Are we not failing in our duty to potential 
criminals? They are entitled to the moral 
stimulus and tonic of an assurance that pen- 
alty, swift and to be dreaded, overtakes at 
least a fair proportion ef offenders. 

Your real criminal never expects to be 
caught; and if caught never expects con- 
viction; and if convicted expects to secure 
a pardon, or In some way to cheat justice 
and pay no price or penalty in sa tion 
for the thing gained by his crime. 

To all such offenders, a delay in justice is 
like the extension of unlimited time and 
credit by a merchant—it greatly fosters 
trade and business, but tends to heavy 
losses. If the criminally disposed felt as- 
sured of ten years’ respite in paying the 
penalties of their crimes, they would acquire 


all of the loose property in the country and 


much besides, while life would not be safe, 
or the person inviolate, fon a moment. 
Should we emulate other civilized coun- 
tries, punishments following crimes wh 
only brief weeks er months of respite, e 
inal optimism would suffer collapse, and the 
penalty te be paid would be considered tom 
high, The goods would not be worth the 
price, or the game the candle. Then, indeed, 
criminals might be suspected of an optimism 
bordering upon mental incapacity.

PACIFIC OCEAN. 


Result of the Labor-Unionites’ Exor- 
 bltant Demands. 


The San Franciseo ..ews Letter, a sup- 
porter of labor-unionism, has the following 
regarding the havoc created in the Pacific 
carrying trade by the Furuseth-La Follette 
shipping bill: 

“Andrew Furuseth may be a very sincere 
enthusiast in his effo to protect his fel- 
low-seamen in formulating the present sea- 
men's bill. At the same time he should 
have gravely investigated through shipown- 
ers the effect it would have on their inter- 
ests. The trouble with reformed 
as with all intent labor leaders, is that his 
weather eye is blinded to any rights or 
claims on the other side. His slogan, as 
well as his fellows, is: ‘Labor, right or 
wrong, always for labor.’ The result of 


his work on the shipping bill is that the 


port of San Francisco will lose millions of 
dollars annually, and that his fellow-seamen 
will be in a more difficult nosition than ever 


regarding berths. The bill has driven out 
of business the mainstay American ship: - 


ping firm of this port, Pacific Mail, and the 
several other local deep-sea lines flying the 
American flag will be unable to save them- 
selves unless they tranefer te foreign flags. 
American shipping will be reduced to coast- 
wise ports solely. Furuseth's bill, backed 
by labor leaders of the country and with no 
consideration of the rights of ship owners, 
has turned the trade of the Pacific over to 
the Japanese and any other Asiatic nation 
that inclines to embark in that enterprise. 
d. Asano, president of the Toyo Kisen Kal- 
gha, now San Francisco to take advan- 
tage of the new conditions offered by Furu- 
seth's bill, declares frankly that the new 
law has presented Japan with the long- 
awaited opportunity to monopolise the ship- 
ping trade of the Pacific Ocean. He says, 
further, that the Japanese government is 
determined that no other foreign line than 
Japanese shall capture the lucrative bust 
ness of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany. 8o theroughly has the way been 
cleared by this bill that Japanese firms 
will soon have twelve new 10,000-ton steam- 
ere in service between Japan, Honolulu, 
Seattle and San Francisco. Japanese lines 
will be established rapidly between heme 
ports and South and Central American 


ports and through the Panama Canal to 


Atlantic seaboards, In other words, accord- 
ing to the general scheme of the Japanese 
owners of shipping lines, they propose to 
blanket the Pacific routes with their vessels 
and control the deep-sea-carrying trade of 
the Pacific—thanks te Furuseth and his Ill- 
conceived and unfair bill. This great and 
foolish change in the shipping laws of this 
eountry comes at the critical moment when 
the nation is feeling an extraordinary lack 
of tonnage, due to the European war; car- 
goes are accumulating on the docks, and 
shipping rates are climbing higher with the 
days. Uncle Sam's shipping plight is in 
the worst snarl! of its history. It is incum- 
bent on Congress to straighten out the mat- 
ter as quickly and as equ@ably as possible 
in order to meet the promising outlook of

_ LARGE AMOUNT. 


NO SEGREGATION ON BALLOT 
PROPOSING HUGE IN- 
DEBTEDNESS. 


The electors of Los Angeles county 
will, on October 26, vote on the ques- 
tion of issuing $2,850,000 in road 


bonds, according to action taken by 
the Board of Supervisor vesterday. 
Supervisors Hinshaw, Hamilton and 
Norton voted for calling the bond 
election and voting on the proposition 
as a unit. Chairman Pridham and Su- 
pervisor Woodley opposed calling the 


election. 


Instead of passing to the people the 
question of voting the bonds for pur- 
poses outlined in the original pro- 
gramme, the Supervisors added $200 - 
000 to the list yesterday. The changes 
from the agreed plan involve the 
following: An additional $25,000 for 
the proposed Irwindale road: comple- 
tion of Artesia avenue and other 
roads, $50,000; Benedict Canyon road 
$50,000, and San Dimas Canyon road 
375.000. 

The action of the Supervisors yes- 
terday put to sleep the report that 
the bond issues would be segregated 
on the ballot. The issue wi.) be voted 
on as a whole. 

When the subject of the roed bond 
issue had been decided the Supervisors 
Passed a resolution that the Federal 
authorities be requested to set aride 
three tracts of 15,000 acres each in 
the national forests of Los Angeles 
county, located conveniently in the 
proposed ‘Mint Canyon, Arroyo Seco 
and San Gabriel Canyon roads, to be 
dedicated forever as playgrounds for 
the American people and safe refuses 
for birds, fish and. other wild crea- 
tures. The civic organizations of the 
city and county were called upon to 
render their support in cbtaining this 
request from the government. 

In commenting upon this resolu- 
tion, Charles H. Nandall 
said last night that while he consid- 
ered the idea an excellent one, it was 
essentially impracticable. 

“The United States government does 
not give playgrounds that way,” Con- 
greseman Randall said. “I have al- 
ready made all arrangements to in- 
troduce a bill when Congress opens 
next month, which I hope to pass. 
This bill will give a huge tract of 
land to Los Angeles county as a play- 
ground. This playground will be 
known as the Slerra Madre Park, and 
comprises that land lying between Old 
Baldy and Tejunga Pass.”

Twenty Thousand Hear of 
Needs for Defense.

SAN DIEGO, t. 16.—-Bowing 
graciously to the thousands lined 
along the streets to see him today 
former President William Howard 
Taft was given one of the greatest 
Ovations tendered anyone since the 
opening of the fair, on the occasion of 
hie visit to the Panama-California 
Exposition. 

The train bearing the Taft party 
was an hour late, but the crowds at 
the Santa Fe and ‘lined all along 
Broadway from the station to Fifth 
street waited patiently to give the 
former President a rousing greeting. 
He was escorted ta the 
grounds immediately upon his arrival 
by cavalry, marines, a eoast artillery 
detachment and 
United States ship San Diego. 

A committee consisting of A 
J. Gage, U. 8. Grant, Jr., M. J. Perrin, 
Dr. Gochenauer, I. J. Wilde and E. 
Milton Barber, went to e to 
meet the former President and his 
party. At the station, President G. 
Aubrey Davidson of the exposition

He then briefly but 
logi@ally described the plan of a 
league of peace ta be formed at the 
cloge of the present war which would 
make war more improbable than ever 


before. 

After the speech, the crowds again 
flocked about Mr. Taft to greet him 
and shake hands and lingered Until 
he was whirled away to his hotel to 
rest a few minutes before the ban- 
quet given him at the Cafe Cristobal 
by the San Diego Rar Association. 

BCONOMIC QUESTIONS. * 


At the banquet Mr. Taft gave a talk 
on economic questions and conditions 
in the United States. He made an 
appeal for sanity and justice in legis- 
lation and said that as an aftermath 
of necessary reform legislation against 
trusts and corrupt politics, the coun- 
try is making the mistake of going 
to the other extreme instead of keep- 
ing to the medium Une 

After describing the necessity of 
legislation 8 trusts and the ne- 
ceasity at the Interstate Commerce 
‘ommiasion, that was at first flouted 
by the railroads, he said that now 
they are going to the other side tap 
ar. 

Mr. Taft then spoke of the con- 
troversy between the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and the railroads, regarding the 
rates charged for carrying parcel post. 
The rates are set by the Postmaster- 
General instead of by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, he said, and 
cansequentiy the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is favored with a loss to the 


railroads. 

Touching on the labar-unian ques- 
tion, Mr. ft sald: “While the la- 
bor unions have caused useful legis- 
lation, such as the safety appliance 
law and others, they are going too 
far in the other direction and attempt- 
ing to become a privileged class.” As 
an instance of this he pointed out 
the compound boycott law, which the 
labor-union leaders are attempting 
to apply to ali except the unione. 
Such a law is deadly to the funda- 
mental precepts ef democracy and it 
is time to rise against it, he said. 

Mr. Taft and hig party will rest 
tomorrow, the former President hav- 
ing requested that plans for — 
ment be abandoned.

DRAFTING WAR DOGS. | 

Stray Canines in Vienna are Sent 
to the Front and Trained for Mili- 
tary Service and Red Cross Work. 
[New York Herald:] When the dog 
catcher of Vienna runs across a well- 
built, well-fed, unregistered dog, says 
a correspondent of the Chicago Daily 
News, he no longer thrusts him into 
a wire cage and hauls him off to the, 
dog pound. He says, “Come along to’ 
the recruiting sergeant.“ 

For Austria has found a new use 
for stray dogs. They go to war. 
They are going in squads, in com- 
panies and in battalions, out beyond 
the Carpathians, to help Austrian sol- 
diers stand guard on the outskirts of 
the army, to procure valuable in- 
formation about the enemy and to act 
as faithful members of the Red Cross 
relief corps. 

Like the dogs of the St. Bernard 
Mission, high in the Alps, these war 
dogs—some of them—are to rescue 
human beings. It is well known that 
wounded men frequently crawl into 
the deepest underbrush of. the forests. 
To find these men, to carry them tem- 
porary relief, and finally to lead the 
Red Cross men to their side will ‘be | 
the principal task of the dogs, al- 
though some will assist the patrols or 
stand guard with the outposts through 
the night, listening for sounds from 


the direction of the enemy. Other 
dogs will be sent out to determine 
whether trenches of the enemy have 


heen evacuated or are still occupied, 


information usually gained only with 
danger to the soldiers. 

A big force of these dogs of war 
left Vienna with military banners the 
other day. Twenty Red Cross men 
led a great number of trained dogs 
through the streets to the raflroad 
station. It was a great day for dogs. 
Each recruit wore a spray of flowers 
in his collar. 

At the station the customary for- 
mal programme, never omitted in 
Austria, was given. A physician of 
the General Staff of the Red Cross 
formally welcomed the party. The 
physician in charge of the dogs for- 
mally replied. Both addresses were 
delivered in polished rhetorical Ger- 
man. What the words meant to the 
dogs no one knows, but it is safe to 
say that they enjcved to the full the 
distribution of eatabies that followed. 
They left yelping, barking and wag- 
ging their tails furiously, 

Austria is training more dogs, and 
the increase demandé@d is likely to 
make serious inroads on Viénna’s dog 
colony. Rut there is one consolation. 
for the Viennese—the dachshund, or 
turnspit dog, has so far been declared 
ineligible. It is said that at first the 
dog catcher viewed the concourse of 
polished aristocratic “dachshunde” as 
his legitimate prey. The cafe loung- 
ers and the boulevardiers, who like 
to lead the animals around, objected. 
The dog catcher said he thought the 
dogs would be valuable in the trenches. 
because they kept their stomachs close 
to the ground. But the ! won 
the day. 

Germany began using dogs for re- 
lief work on the battle fields in 1870, 
and when the present War broke out 
various societies of dog fanciers 
quickly took up the movement to fur- 
nish dogs to the army. It is said 
that Germany now has more than 
2000 trained dogs in the field. 


THE BELGIAN CONGO. 


Though His Kingdom is Contracted 

in Europe, King Albert Stull Retains 

His Large African Possessions, 

{Kansas City Journal: J Though Bel- 
gium has lost all of her home terri- 
tory except about 300 square miles, 
one of her possessions is till intact, 
and that is the Belgian Congo. The 
National Geographical Boctety of 
Washington gives considerable infor- 
mation about the Belgian Congo, 
which is a colony as large as all Eu- 
rope together, With an area of nearls 
a million square miles, it is larger 
than the combined dimensiones of all 
the countries now at war, outside of 
Russia. 

This empire is carved opt of the

heart of equarotial Africa, and in- 


cludes within its confines one of the 
world’s great rivers, the Congo, from 
which the colony takes its name. The 
river has a course of about 3000 miles, 
and, with its tributaries, offers a won- 
derful system of communication fot 
opening up the rich hinterland. It 
is estimated that there are 6000 miles 
of navigable waters in the colony, 
while the Congo River is navigable for 
ocean steamers for 100 miles up- 
stream. Here follows a section ot 
200 miles of rapids, above which the 
river is navigable for 1200 miles. 
The task of exploiting the heart 
of Africa has just begun. There has 


‘been considerable difficulty in induc- 


ing European colonists to emigrate to 
these regions and begin new homes. 
First, the Congo has the evil reputa- 
tion of being no fit country for the 
white man, and, secondly, a feeling 
has existed that a permanent home 
there meant permanent burial with- 
out the pale of civilization. Therefore, 
the promoters of the Congo have had 
to overcome a great unwillingness 
among their people to exchange the 
comforts and certainties of the moth- 
erland for the questionable advantages 
of pioneering in the wid, “dark” 
country which has successfully de- 
fied all progress for 10,000 years. 

Some advance. however, has been 
made, and the future of the colony 
seems to be one of promise. Al- 
though the climate ie generally hot 
and moist, it is supportable by the 
white man! The climate of the coast 
lands ie least endurable for the Euro- 
peans. Over a great part of this terri- 
tory, normal temperatures range be- 
twen 60 and 90 degrees. Rain Is every- 
where abundant. The extreme heat 
of the day is generally relieved by 
sharp evening chill. 

The white population of the land 
remains still negligible. The total 
population has been estimated at 
15,000,000, in which are counted a 
mere 6000 white. The native popula- 
tion, while overwhelmingly superior 
in numbers, has been awed by the 
white man's machine gune, railways, 
steamboats, and telegraphs, and forms 
a docile working body for the im- 
provement of the land. More than 
1500 miles of railway are in opera- 
tion and in course of construction. 
Further. 1145 a of telegraph com- 
munication have Wen established, five 
wireless stations, and some fifty post- 
offices. Before the war there was 
regular communication with Antwerp, 
a steamer trom that port calling every 
fortnight. 


RUSSIA’S HOLY GOLD FUND. 


An Almost Inexhaustible Hoard of 
Wealth that can be Drawn Upon 
for Emergency Purposes. 
[Baltimore American:] How many 
people are there on this side of the 


Atlantic who have ever heard of the 
holy gold fund of Russia? Were its 
existence and character more widely 
known beyond the borders of the 
Muscovite empire the latter would 
enjoy a far greater degree of monetary 
credit abroad, particularly in the new 
world. This ignorance is attributable 
to the fact that the fund does not 
figure in any of the budgets and esti- 
mates compiled by the Minister of 
Finance at Petrograd, for the national 
Duma and for foreign consumption. 
It is a fund, too, concerning which 
writers about Russia, no matter 
whether subects of the Czar or for- 
eigners, have been strangely silent. 
Yet its existence is known to every. 
intelligent and educated Russian, al- 
though he can only speculate as to 
its size and value.

But the head of the 
church is not the Metropolitan of 
Moscow, nor vet the Metropolitan of 
Petrograd, or of Kieff, but the 
Procurator General of the Holy Snyod 
at Petrograd, who is a layman and 
who is always a member of the Cab- 
inet—its most powerful and influen- 
tial member.

sia is poor, that she has little money 
and even less credit. True, her credit 
may not be big abroad. But that is 
solely attributable to the ignorance 
that prevails as to her resources. But 
she could, if she wanted to, dispense 
with that credit, having in proportion 
to her needs more money than any 
other power of the world and the 
largest reserve stock of gold in ex- 
istence. 


PROFITS AT THE CANAL, 


a Far Better Showing Than Suez 

Did for Several Years, 

[Boston Transcript:] The Panama 
Canal balance sheet is interesting and 
encouraging. The great waterway has 
never been formally opened. It has 
been practically open a little less than 
a year. Because of the war in Eu- 
rope, and business conditions in the 
United States, the time has been phe- 
nomenally unfavorable for traffic 
through the canal. Yet the volume of 
Such traffic has already attained con- 
siderable proportions, and the tolls in 
this first year have exceeded the oper- 
ating expenses by a substantial mar- 
gin. In the first fiscal year, which 
measured only ten and a half months, 
the gross earnings from tolls were 
$4,343,383, or $230,833 more than the 
operating expenses. That does not 
take into account the interest on capi- 
tal, depreciation, sinking fund or other 
items which must be charged against 
the canal. But this first year’s rec- 
ord gives ground for hope that in the 
not distant future these latter will be 
provided for. 


Comparison with the Suez Canal is 
naturally suggested. The latter water- 
Way was opened in 1869, and in its 
first year, or part of a year, was tra- 
versed by only ten vessels of 6576 tons, 
which paid in tolls, $10,890. In 1870, 
the first full year of operation, 486 
vessels passed through, with a ton- 
nage of 436,609, and paid tolls of $1,- 
031,365. The receipts were thus leas 
than one-fourth as much as those at 
Panama, although the rate of tolls was 
much higher, being $2 a ton as shown 
by the ship’s papers. Thereafter there 
was a steady growth in receipts, and 
there were periodical reductions of 
tolls. By 1893 the receipts had risen 
to $14,138,460." At the present time 
the tolls are $1.25 a fon, and $2 each 
for passengers, and in 1912 the canal 
Was traversed by 5373 vessels of 20,- 
275,120 tons, which paid in tolls, $26,- 
585,865. That was up to date the 
highwater mark, 1913 showing a 
slight decline, and 1914, of course, 
suffering much from the effects of the 
war. 


If Panama should show an increase 


of tolls as great as Suez has shown 


the ‘gross receipts in 1937 would 
amount to a trifle less than $60,000,- 
900. It is scarcely to be expected that 
there will be so great an increase, yet 
it would not be surprising if there 
should be. That there will be is as- 
suredly not impossible. It must be
